The year has been nothing to brag of as regards the weather. 


II ends with an accumulated deficiency of over COO degrees. That 
is nearly two degrees a day for the whole year. Two degrees does 
not seem much on any pa-ticu'^ar day; but over a long period, it 
makes a very appreciable difference in the feel of the weather and 
in its effect.- A few degrees variation, prolonged, for weeks or 
months, ^ay bring confusion into agriculture, seriously affect 
many industries and temporarily change the climate of large areas. 


.It.has been a cold year, as years go.. There was a late, cold 


spring, followed by a late, cold summer. The latter part of au- 
tumn brought a pleasant stretch of unexpectedly warm weather. 
Then genuine winter set in earlier than usuaL Christmas day 
broke the thermometric record of half a century for chilliness, 
over a large part of the United States. 


In order to bring the national temperature back to the inevi- 


table "average," there will have to be a long period of warmer 
weather-sooner or later. Will it come in 1925? .The mathe- 
matical chancss favor it, but there is no telling. Especially there 
is no telling about this winter. Setting in so severely, it suggests 
a long, liard season o;f the traditional "old fashioned" sort. Per- 
haps as good a guess as any is that it will be that kind of winter, 
and then the rest of Hie year will make amends for it.
